Of the Church of Romes Abuſe of that great Ordinance of 
Prayer. 


Herein doth the Church of Rome differ from the Reformed 0 
Church in that great Duty of Prayer ? 


The Reformed Church placeth the virtue of Prayer in A4rfw. 


Faith, grounded upon the Promile of God. 

But the Romiſh Church confines the virtue of Prayer to ſeveral 
repetitions of the ſame words by count, and in a Language the People 
undcritand not. And that it one Pater Nofter, or Ave Maria be ne- 
glc&cd once, and the preſcribed number be not fully completed, then 
all the Merit of that Prayer is loft 3 which is as ſcandalouſly oppoſite, 
as if it were done in a meer deſpite againſt the exprels order of the 
great Apofile S. Pau}, in his Epiſtle to the Corinthians eſpecially, 
from the 13. to the 17. verſe. 

Whereas theix own Aquinas and Lyra both confeſs, that the com- 
mon Service of the Church in the ——_— eumes, Was in the com- 

mon 
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mon Linguage, and the Chriſtians of Dalmatia, Hibaſſia, Armenia, 
Mcuſcovia, Ruſſia, and the Reformed parts of Chriſtendome have the 


Service of God in their vulgar Tongur : bcfides Papiſts in the Lords 
Praycr do omit the Doxology.

Of their Abuſe of the Creed and of the Ten Commandments. 


i- A T H not the Church of Rome the Creed ? 
| But their Popes have befides at Trent, coyned a great number 
of new Articles of Faith, The Author of the Preface to Biſhop Fewel's 
Works, and Door Sharp's Looking-Glaſs for the Pope, page 27 1. re- 
duces them to twelve : and Publiſhed by Pias Quartus, with (iraight 
charge to be received of all men upon peril of Salvation. 

Nordoth the Pope only dare to make and impoſe new Articlesof 
Faith upon the People, but alſo to detract from, and alter the very 
Ten Commandments of the Lord ]J : novans witnels their 


Decalogue ſo often publiſhed. by the Church of Rome, which is as 
follows. - | 


I. Tamthe Lord thy God : thou ſhalt bave no other gods but me. 
I. Thou fhalt net take the Name of God in vain. 

II. Remember to ſandiifie the Sabbath day. 

IV. Honour thy Fatber and Mother. 
V. Thouſhalt not kill. 

VI. Thou ſhalt nit commit adultery. 

VI. Thou ſhalt not ſteal. 

VIII. Thox ſhalt not bear falſe witneſs. 

IX, Thon ſhalt not defire thy neighbours wife. 

X, Thow ſhalt not defire thy neighbours goods. 


Wherein the ſecond Commandment is not only left out ( as it 
15 uſually in their Pſalm-Books and Catechiſms ) becaulc it pertecly 
condemns their Idolatry : and that the Pcople ſhould not look on 
that as a Commandment which they ſaw fo notoriouſly broken 
throughout their whole Church, a great Trade being driven by the 
breach of it 3 but they divide allo the Tenth Commandment into 
two, whereas the Holy Ghoſt foreſceing the abominations of Anti- 
chriſt in the laſt days, was plealcd by way of aoxicipation to place, 


hows 
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Thote ſhalt not covet thy neighbours bauſe, before thit of thy neighbours 
wife ( in Exodus ) and in the fifth of Deuteronomy, in the Tenth Com- 


mandment there, toplace thy neighbours wife (turſt) betore thy neigh» 


bours bouſe, (lo that the Bibles Printed among themſelves convince 
them of horrid Impicty therein, 


CHAP, III. 
Of Popiſh Abuſe of the Holy Scriptures. 


O T H ot the Romiſh Church allow the reading the Scriptures ? 

Wherclocver the Pope rules abſolutcly,he torbids the People 
to read the Holy Scriptures : which is an exprels and dire oppo» 
fition to our Lord Jesus CHurIsT, who faith to all indiffer- 
ently, Search the Scriptures, for in them you think to have Eternal Life : 
and they are they which teſtify of me. And to his Holy Apoſtles, who 
addrel(s their Epililes not oaly to Biſhops, but alſo to all thoſe that 
call upon the Name of the Lord ] £ $ u's, and not only to men, but 
alſo to women, young folks and childrcn, adjuring them by the 
Lord, that they be rcad to all the holy brethren 3 whence we argue 
thus, All who torbid Chriſtian Pcople to read the Holy Scripture, do 
direly and formally oppoſe ]Jesus Cynisr, and his Holy 
Apoſiles 3 but the Pope and his Creatures forbid Chriſtians to read 
the Holy Scyiptures ; therefore they dixe&tly and formally oppoſe 
Jesus CHuRisT andhis Apoltles. 

Yet doth not the Church of Rome own the Holy Scriptures to be the 
IVord of God ? 

Neverthelcſs ſhe hath falſified and corrupted it in many places, 
for inſtance, Heb. 11.21. it is ſaid, that Jacob worſhipped leaning 
rpon the top of bis aff. But the Romiſh Bible ſaith, that Jacob nur- 
ſhipped the top "f bis ftoff thereby to confirm their Adoration of Crea- 
tures: wich is the fame abuſe which is found in Pſzlm 132, where 
David (ith, worſhip at bu footftool ; The Romiſh Biblc faith, worſhip bis 
fFootſtool. Je s$Us CHRIS T when he gave the Cup ſaid, This Cup 
is the new Teft2ment of my Blood, which is ſhed for you ; but the Romiſh 
Bible reads it, which ſhall be ſh: d for you, lelt it might be perceived 
that Jesus CHRI1s T ſpeaks of the effuſion of his Sacramental 
Blood ; for he did not then really ſhed his Blood, when he began to 
ſhed in his Paſſion, In Gey. 3. 15. God Gith, That the ſeed of the 
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woman (which'is Je sus CHr1sT) ſhall bruiſe the Serpents bead. 
The Romiſh Tranſlation ſaith, ebe woman ſhall bruiſe the Serpents 
bead : attributing that tothe Virgin Mary,whick belongs to Currsrt. 

To cſiabliſh the uncertainty ot Salvation, the vulgar Tranſlation 
reads, tht things are riſerved in uncertainty fer the future. But the 
Hebrew Text is this, no man knows either love or batred by all that is 
brfore them. 

To eſtabliſh mans merit, the Romiſh Bible corrupts the 13. verſe 
of Heb. 16. and to the (ame purpoſe they have curtail'd the 6. verſe 
of Koms. 1 1, leaving out two links for theſe words of the Apolile ( if 
it be of works then it is no more of grace, otherwiſe work is #0 more work ) 
are razcd out and omittcd in their vulgar Tranſlation. A great col- 
Ie«Qion might be made of many other paſſages, and of Remes enormi- 
ties in hcr like practices.

Of Popiſh Abuſes of Antiquity and Primacy, and that Rome 


never was in any reſpe# a Mother Church to Britain : but 
much junior to it. 


S mot the Church- of Rome the Mother, and hath the Primacy of all 
Chriſtian Churches # 

No, For the Preaching of Cyur1srmT was. to begin at Feruſa- 
lem, in the Propheſie of Eſay 2. 2. Mic. 4+ 2. and'in the completion 
in Luke 24+ 47. Nor was it Rome but Antioch in which the Diſciples 
were hilt callcd Chriſtians, Ads 11. 26. fo there was a Church at 
Antioch before there was one at Rome. And it is expreſly affirmed 
by a-learned Author much revercnccd by the Romaniſts, that Chriſti- 
anity was in. Britain in the Jater time of Tiberius Ceſar, and it's known 
S, Peter remained in F#ry ſome time after his death. And Sabellicu 
faith that Britain was the firſt of the Provinces which did publickly 
profeſs the Faith of Cum 1s T, which is attetted by Tertulian, adv. 
Fud. 27. Theodoret de Cnr. Grec- aff. Ser. 9. And agreed on all 
hands, that there was a True and Pcrtca Church of Cyr 15m in 
England near five hundred years before they had any communication 
with the Biſhop of Rome : (o that Rome was (o tar from being the 


Mother Church, that ſhe could be no more at beſt ( when ſhe was 
Chriſtian 
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Chriftian indeed ) but a Siſter Church only, and not the eldefi 
Silter ncither. 

But Feruſalem was indced by an Antient Council called the Mo- 
ther of all Churches. And as for Rome, A neas (ilvins ( afterwards 
Pope) contcſſeth that there was little re{pcR paid to Rome before the 
Nicene Council, 

And as for Primacy, Peter, James, and Fob#, though preterrcd by 
CHuR1sT ( faith Enſcbius ) bctore the reſt, yet challenged not to 
themlclvcs the glory of Vrimacy, but choſ: Fames the Juli, Biſhop 
of the Apolilcs; and it any were greateli it was S, Fames, who was 
Prelident in that ti:ft Council at Feruſalem, and did determin the 
queſtion there, though S. Peter were piclent yea Clemens Biſhop of 
Kome (tiles this very S- Famer, B (hop of Biſhops, Governing the 
holy Church of the Hebrews at Fernſalem : and allo of all the Churches 
which were evcry where tounded by the Providence of God, 

And we hnd that Paul was cqual at leaſt to Peter, when he with- 
ſtood him to the face, aud publickly rebuked him for his diffimulation, 
Gal. 2. 11, 12, 13, 14. Nay Peter as well as Fames and Fobn, per- 
cciving the Grace that was given to Paul, gave to Paul and Barnabas 
the right hand of tcllowſhip, Gal. 2. 9. and good reaſon, for Peter 
was but one of the many Apoliles of the Fews, whereas Paul was the 
preat Apolile of the Gentiles, to whom the Jews were but asa River 
to the Occan, Bclides by the Canons of the two firft general Coun» 
cils, Nice and Coſtantinople, every Patriarch and Biſhop is appointed 
to be chict in his proper Dioceſs3 and a ftrict InjunQion is lajd on 
all [none excepted) that they preſume not to meddle in any Diocels 
but their own. And at length the Primacies of Order were granted 
to Conſtantinople and Rome, not tor their being Secs of ſuch and ſuch 
an Apoſtle, but for their being the Seats of the two great Empires.

CHAP. V. 
Of the Popes Abuſes of Supremacy, as to Churches or Conncils, 


$ not the Pope Supream Head of all Churches aud Councils ? 

As to that, the fiſt general Council at Nice ( in its lixth Canon ) 
decreed concerning the three Patriarchs Jurifdicions, that the antient 
cuſtom ſhould be ejtabliſhed, that Egypt, Libya and Pextapolis, (hould 
be {ubj<R to the Biſhop of Alexandria; And as to Rome, this Canon 
B 3 Was 


Objedt. 
Ati Ws 
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was expounded in Raffinw's days, i. e. That Rome ſhould have the 
Government of the Suburbicatian Churches, viz. three Iſlands, 
Sicily, Sardinia, Corſica, and part of Italy from the Eaſt to the border 
of Tuſcany weltward.,and this was all the antient extent of the Roman 
Biſhops juriſdiRtion: the reſt of Traly being under the Metropolis 
of Milain. And likewiſe (o it was at Antioch, and in ether Provinces 
the priviledges ſhould be preſcrvcd to their Churches, Cay. 6. Con- 
cil, Nicen. juxt. Dionu. exigs Now the antient cuſtom and priviledge 
of this Church of Britaiy then, was to govern it felt withour ſubje- 
Rion to any forein Patriarch. 
And accordingly the Prittiſh Biſhops retained their old rites dif- 
ferent from Rome, and kept their old priviledges, being conſecrated 
| by the Archbiſhop of S. Davids; and he by his own Suffr-gans, 
making no profeſhion of ſubjction to any other, faith their Hiſtorian 
Gyrald, Camb. Hiſt. lib. 2, cap. 1- which continued till King Feayy 
the firſt. And Henry the ſecond ſmartly asked the Biſhop of Chicheſter 
how he durſt argue for the Popes whoſe Authority was gotten by 
men, azainſt his Royal Power derived from God ? And Baronius 
faith that Conſtantine the Great did retain the Title of Pontifex Maxi- 
mus, without any blot to his Chriſtianity : And that the higheſt Ap. 
peals in all Controverfies Ecclcfiaſtical, even in matters of Faith 
were made to him for determining them, though he uſcd the Afſi- 
fiance and Counſcl of his Biſhops : and it is evident, that he and his 
Succeſſors {as Cuſanu confeſſeth) did call and prefide in all general 
Councils, and ratified their Decrees which were no Laws, till they 
were ſiamped with the Imperial Authority. Yea the Imperial Code 
ſufficiently witnefſeth that the Emperors made Laws concerning Re- 
ligion. The whole third Book of Faſtinians Baſilicks, being rothing 
elſe, but Imperial Conſtitutions de Epiſcopis, Clericis & Sacris 3, they 
alſo ereed Patriarchats, and gave them Supream Ecclefiaſtical Jus 
riſdiQion over ſuch Provinces as they plcalid, and all Ecclchiaſtical 
Afﬀairs dependcd on the Emperors,faith Socrates : {o that Pope Ana- 
ftatixs calls the Empcror Azaſtatizs the Vicar of God, by divine com- 
mand preſiding over the Earth. The Weſtern Emperors of the 
French: Line were alſo ſtylcd the Rulers of the true Religion, as Charles 
the Great and Lodovicw are by two ſeveral Councils which they called. 
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CHAP, VI. ; 


That the Church of Britain was here planted many hundred 
years before Auguſtine came from Rome to England, 


[BD D not Auguſiine @ Monk ſent from Rome about the year 600. 0bjed. 
c 


onvert the Englith to the Chriſtian Faith ? 


1. The Church of Britain was planted by the immediate follow- 4n/w+ 


ers of our Saviour, cither Apoſtles or Apoſtolical men ſhortly after 
his Reſurrection, which it had not from Rome nor by its means, bur 
without it all together 3 and for a good ſpace of time before Rome 
had any Chair to boaſt of. 

2. Auguſtines arrival here was a manifeſt intruhon upon anothers 
Province, without invitation or conſ{cnt of the Chrittians there of 
the place, to invade, ſubjugate and deſtroy the Brittiſh Church, by the 
help of Pagan Enemics then making War upon them, whereby he 
and all his party ſtood depoſed and degraded of their Orders, and of 
Chriſtian Communion, by the concurrent Suftrages and Canons of 
all che general Councils of the whole Catholick Church, that went 
before him. 

3- The Controverſic between the Church of Fritain and Rome 
in thoſe carly times, was much the ſame that is now maintained a- 
gainſt it, by the Proteſtavt Church of England at this day, both fill 
agreeing in their manner and temper of proceeding now as then, and 
then as it is now 3 on the one fide great I,carning, Truth and Piety, 
and on Rome (ide, great Ignorance, Arrogance, with Lying Wonders 
and Maſlacres. , 

4+ The Goſpel was Providentially planted among the Exgliſh or 
Saxons by Brittiſh Miniſtry, and not by Romiſh, ( as that worthy 
Mr. Fones hath lcarnedly made at large appear ) infornuch as Pope 
Eleutheris called King Lucius by the Title of Vicar of Cn 1 5 T,and 
the Biſhops of Rome long after ( whilſt any way good ) did the ſame. 
And the Saxoy Kings prelided in all their National Councils, and 
made Laws tor Religion by the advice of their own Biſhops, by their 
own Authority z and ercaed new Sces for Biſhops, and changed 
them as they ſaw fit: and inveſtcd the Biſhops by delivering the Ring 
and Paſtoral Staff. . 

Aad 1 
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And the ſame power was exerciſed by King IWilliam the Conque- 
: ror, for all things both divine and human in his dominions. And 
accordingly the Kings and Parliaments of this Nation made Laws ia 
reference to Religion as they ſaw expedient, and enacted many Laws 
in a dirc& oppolition. to the ſpiritual, as well as temporal power of 
the Popes, as you will ind Stat. 25. Edw. 3. de proviſo. Stat. Hen. 4. 
cap. 13. and many others: by which Laws long fince enacted, it is 
declared Treaſon to receive or harbour any Emiſſarics from Rome 

againſt the Kings Proclamation. 

And all theſe not-without great reaſon, for the Church of Rowe by 
its bewitching ltratagems, did invade and diſturb both Engliſh and 
Brittiſh Churches, and diſorder their conſecration by raviſhing their 
Sees, (and indeed) the Romiſh Church unchurched it (<lf thereby. 

Belides did not Thomas | eckgt and his FaCtion rebel againſt the 
Crown, in ſecking to bring the Engliſh under the Pope * And had 
our Anceſtors been then of the now Popilh opinion, in that great 
Article of their Faith, (as to the Popes Supremacy) they would not 
have made ſuch ſtout oppoſition againlt it ; it being apparent, that 
the Body of the Nation then looked on it asa meer Uſurpation, for 
in the famous Statute of Clarendon they condemn it, Decrecing a- 
mongſt other things, That all the Clergy ſhould Bona Fide (wear to 
the King, and none ſhould appeal but unto the Archbiſhop, or from 
him finally to the King, &'c. Matthew Paris, Anno 1164. And to 
hinder the Popes medling here, the Kings of England often prohibi- 
red the Popes Agents or Emiſſarics from entrirg into this Land ; even 
Queen Mary her {clf exerciſed this power : yea it was adjudged in 
Parliament alſo, 25. Edw. 3. to be Treaſon to bring in the Popes 
Bulls here. 

And if you be well verſed in Hiltory, and Statutes of your own 
Countrey, as b:comes Engliſh mien, you mutt needs know, that what 
Intereſt (ever the Popes at avy time got here, was meerly by catch- 
ing at Advantages by the neceſſities of ſome of our Kings, and the dis 
vilions of the Pe ople, of which they and their Agitators were ſtill the 
grand Inſtigators. 

Upon all which conſiderations, the Judges have declared, that the 
AQ of Parliament for the Kings Supremacy over the Church in his 
Kingdoms, was not a new, but a Declaration of the old Law; Cokes 
5. 46 Cawdries Caſe, fol. 8. And Anno 26. Hen. 8. what the Popes 
had by fraud introduced, extorted, and wretchedly abuſed, was by 
the Royal Power, with advice and conſent of the Lords and Com» 

mons, legally rejecGed, 


And 
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And Stephen Gardiner Biſhop of Wincheſter, though a Papiſi, yet 
in his Oration de vera Obedientia,ſhewed that the King was by right, 
and by Gods Law the Supream Head of the Chureh of England, &c. 

So that it inevitably follows, no Engliſh or Britiſþ Chriltian Sub- 
je& (of what pcr{walion ſoever_ )can with any Conſcience,or thank- 
fulneſs to God, renounce his Mother Chriſtian Church of Britain to 
own a foreign, later, and belides Apoſtate Church of Kome ; or de- 
ſert his Colours from under Cunisr, to lift and throw himſelf 
' Into the ſlavery of that Popiſh Anticlrilt, to a& againſt his own 
Church ard Countrey, without being apparently convict before God 
the World and his Conſcience, of being a Renegad: to his Church, 
and falſe unnatural to his Country, and ( as our wiſe Laws upon 
good grounds declare and define ) a perfidious Traytur againſ his 
Soveraign. 

Moreover if we look back to the Emperors, Pope Leo the fourth 
profeſſed to Lotharixs the then Emperor (concerving his Imperial 
Precept) viz. we through the aſſiltance of Cy ris Tr promiſe as 
much as in us lies, to keep and obſerve the (ame for ever. 

And Pope Gregory called tke Emperor Maxritius his Lord, and 
himſelf his Servant, declaring that he was ſubje& to the Emperors 
Commands, and accordingly had done his duty in publiſhing a Law, 
which the Emperor ordered him to promulge, &c. And fo ſhould 
the Popes now return to be Chaplains and Servants to their proper 
Maſter the Emperor, as their Predeceſſors were whilſt truly Chriſti. 
an atd the Cardinals to be preaching Pariſh Prieſts of Rome, as 
originally they were.

He T H not the Church of Rome the Teſtimony of the Fathers on bey g,;,v 


bebalf. 


The Popiſh artifices for ſuppreſſing old Records by forging new, 4fv. 


or corrupting the autient copies of the Fathers is apparent. I ſhall 
at preſent only inſtance a few, S. Cypriau altered in many places 3 
and whereas he faith, the Church is tounded ſuper Petram. Pamelias 
changeth it into ſuper Petrum,” upon Peter inſtead of upon a Rock 3 
and Ludovicws Vives a Romaniſt aſſures y that there were ten = 

weve 
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twelve lincs pat into the printed Copies of S. Awgnſtine, de civitate 
Dei, aferting Purgatory, contrary to the antient Manuſcripts, Fal- 
bertns Cartonenfis quotes S. Auguſtine's ſaying of the Sacramenral 
Bread, #bis then # @ fignre, the Roman Edition put m ( as @ beretick 
willſay ) when indeed S. Angwſtine ſaith ſo, and fo ſpeaks his own 
{cnfe. 

But alafs, this wickedneſs which all men accompt 1s the ſame vil 
Jany with ſuborning falſe witneffes, ſtopping the mouths of true, and 
counterfciting hands and ſcals, is owned by the preſent Romiſh 
Church ; 4. Sixt: Senenfis doth highly extol Pope ins Printer, 
for his moſt Holy Decree, to burn all Books which he accounted He- 
retical to purge all Catholick Authors, eſpecially the writings of 
the Fathers. 

To cffe& which, the Belgick Inquiſitors ( appointed by the Roman 
See) (hall tell you, ( viz, ) we firike out ( ſay they } many Errors, in 
other of the Antients we extenuate, and excuſe them, or by taining 
a cotnimentitious gloſs, cither deny, or fix a commodious fenfe to 
their words. 

Thus they ſerved S. Ambroſe his Works, cancelling and altering 
whole pages together, contrary to all the old Manuſcripts, as ap-+ 
peared by the Original papers (which Savarins the Stationer ſhewed 
to Francis Funtius, according to which ) the Inquifitors had ordered 
him to Print that Edition, Lugd. Anno 1559. Omitting innamer* 
able inſtances of like unjuſt dealings,I ſhall only add that memerable 
account which Boxhornizs, one of their Divinity Profeffors at Lovain 
gives of himſelf 3 that he having .been employed by the Inquiſitors 
to ſtrike out at leaſt fix hundred places of the Antients, that ſeemed 
to make againſt the Roman DoArines, was {o troubled in mind upon 
it, that it was an occaſion of his turning Pzoteſtant : and made him 
reſolve to quit that Religion which could not defend it ſelf without 
ſuch manifeſt Impoſures. 

Antl Clemens the Eighth, puts the Bible it felf into his Index of 
prohibited Books, and all Editions but their own, condemned and 
burned by the Remai Church. Which abominable forging, evidently 
ſbews that the Pope and his Conclave find, that both Scripture, and 
; all antient Records make againſi their Innovations, and would dil- 
cover theirImpoſtute if they were ſuffered to ſpeak out, however the 
matter of fa& is ſo evident, thatthe Tydex atorins, the Book 
which dirc&s theſe falfifications, isnow come mito Proteftanthands, 
to'the Eternal infamy of the Rowey Chatch. 


Now 
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Now let any rational man judge, whether they ( who make no 
Conſcience to invent, alter, and impoſe, and again prohibit what 
ſeems to make againſt them, who dare write and pretend though ne- 
ver ſo falſe, and who dare corrupt the remains of Holy Saints, de- 
ceaſed ) are any way fit to beintruſted with the Souls of the living ? 
And whether they that give themſelves up to ſuch guides, do not un- 
naturally chuſe their own deluſion, and deſperately precipitate their 
own damnation ?

CHAP, VIII, 
Of Popiſh Abuſe of Univerſality. 


$ not the Church of Rome the Univerſal Church ? 


Romaniſts have no peculiar right to this Title, for though they Auf. 


are made to believe as if there were noother Churches but ſuch as 
worſhip their Pope 3 yet Mr, Berewood computes, they are not above 
a fourth part to thoſe who believe in CHRIST. Forthe Greek 
Church exceeds any other : and the Proteſtants in number and cir- 
cuit of Teritory, are near equal to the Papal part, theſe are two 
fourth parts, and the Oriental Chriſtians, who regard not the Pope, 
and thoſe under Preſter Fobx, or the Abyſſine Chriſtians, are another 
fourth part of Chriſtians. 

Can any man think then the Roman Church to be univerſal, or the 
Catholick Church in this ſenſe, if they rightly conſider, that the 
Pope is not owned by the generality of Chriſtians in Eugland, Scor- 
land, Ireland, nor in the Plantations thereunto belonging, nor by 
thoſe of Denmark, Sweden, Tranſiluania, Walachia, Moldavia, nor 
by the large Church of Refi, nor by the populous States and Pro- 
vinces of the Dutch, nor by their Plantations abroad : nor by three 
parts of four of upper Germany, nor by two parts of three of the 
Switzers, nor by thoſe of Geneva and Piedmont, nor by very many in 
France, Hwngary, Poland, &c. nor by all the oppreſſed Souls, that 
groan under the Popes Tyranny. 

How many millions are there in the Eaſtern World, who own 
not the Pope, the Chriſtians of the Greek Church, properly (6 called 
under the three Patriarchs of Couftantinople, Alexandria, and Antioch: 
thoſe of Armenia, ( whoare __-” nemies of Rome, on yearly 
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Excommunicate the Pope, the Georgiax Chriſtians, with many other 
Icfler names in Afia. / 

The Abyſſiine Chriſtians in Africa, all theſe are not the Reman 
Church ; belide even in the Weſtern Circuit, have not Princes and 
Councils often condemned Popes? what a ſenſeleſs pride is it-then 
of Rome, to call her (elf Catholick or Univerſal, ſhe being at beſt when 
ſbe was Chriſtian indeed, but a limb of it, and now the impureſt of 
all. Beſides, as to the pretended Univerſality of this Roman, that is 
to ſay of a particulax Church, it began with Boniface the third, whoſe 
vile complyance with Phocas, that Heretick, Traytor, and Murtherer. 
of their Maſter and Emperor, was both the bribe and price, that 
bought that Title, and not out of reſpe& to the Pope, but in diſplea- 
ſure of Cyriacus of Conftantineple, who from FJobx his predeceſſor, 
had firſt uſurped that Title of Univerſal Biſhop : So that Gregory the 
Great of Rome, writing to Mauritixs the Emperor touching the name 
of Univerſal, which the ſaid Biſhop of Conſtantinople had taken to 
himſelf, calls it a wicked; prophane, .and blaſphemous Title, a Title 
importing that the times of Antichriſt were at hand, little thioking 
Pope Boniface after. his deceaſe, would preſently uſurp the. ſame : 
and prove the Pope to be Antichriſt by the confeſſion of a Pope. And 
have not the Succeſſors of that Traiterous, Heretical,Bloudy Boniface, 
exactly followed his ſteps to this preſcnt age ? 
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CHAP, IX. 
That Rome is no true Church of Chriſt, 


H AT Church which overthrows and denies the only rule of 

Faith, is no true Church of Chriſt : but the Church of Rome 

oyerthrows and denies the only Rule of Faith. Ergo, The Church of 
Rome is no true Church of Curisr. 

For the. propoſition : the only Rule of Faith is the Scripture or 
written Word of God, Fobn 5.39. 2 Tim. 3. 16, Eſay 8. 20.. Now 
to everthrow-this Rule, is to overthrow the toundation of the Church 
of God, which is built upon the foundatian of the Apoſiles and 
Prophets, that is, upon. the Scriptures of the New and Old Teſta» 
rgcnt. 

For the aſſumption, that the Church of Rome hath overthrown 
this rule,it is evident; for fuſt ſhe hath in the Council of Treat pied 
anther , 
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another Rule of her own, to wit, Traditions and Human Inventions, 
which are contrary to the Scriptures, as C nm 1 5 T faith, Matth. 
I5- 16. For Gods Ark and Dagon cannot ſtand together. Secondly 
they overthrow the Scriptures the only Rule of Faith, while they 
ſubjc& the Authority and Senſe of it wholly to the Church of Rome 
or the Pope, fo that Gods Word is not received of the Church of 
Rome, as it is the Word of God, but as the Word of men; contrary 
to the Apoſile, 1 Thefſ. 2-13. Mr. Hooker ſaith plainly, that in the 
point of Juſtification ( which is the fundamental DoGrine of Salva- 
tion) the Church cf Rowe overthrows the foundation, and cxtin- 
guiſheth the force of the Blood of JeSus Carist: fo thatic 
isno true Church, And Dr. Whitaker handling this Queſtion faith, 
th&Church of Rome is not only not Catholick, to wit Univerſal, but 
that it is not a truc particular Church of CyR1isT. And Mr. Pey- 
kins upon the ſame Queſtion faith thus, as for the Aſſemblies of Pa- 
piſis, if thereby we underſtand companics of men holding the Pope 
for their head, and bclieving the Conncil of Trent; they are called 
Churches, but indeed they are no tiue or ſound members of the Ca. 
tholick Church ; for both-in the DoQrine and the Worſhip of God, 
they raze the very foundation of Religion, as in the point of Juſtifi- 
cation, &c. And King Fameg calls the Church of Rome Babylon. 
Petey Martyr calls it the Kingdom of Antichriſt, Door Ville in 
his Sy=opfis, plainly ſhews the Church of Rometo be notre Church, . 
where in thc narne of all Proteltants he ſaith, we deny utterly that 
they are a true viſible Church of Cyr 1s T, but an Antichriſtian 
Church, and an Aﬀecmbly of Hereticks, and Encmies to the Goſpel of 
TJzsus CyuRisT. Doctor Carleton alſo, the late Reverend 
Biſhop of Chicheſter, in his learned Book de Eccleſia, plainly proveth, 
and concludeth that the Church of Rome hath no Communion with 
the Catholick Church of CyrisT. 
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CHAP. X 
Rome hath 10 lawful Ordination, nor a lawful Miniſtry. 


OME hath no lawful Ordination 3 Firſt, in regard of the efh- 
cient cauſe, either remote as the Pope as Head, whence all 

their Miniſterial Power is derived, or immediate as the Ordainer, on 
whole intention their ( gratis gratis data ) dependeth : ſo that here 
C 3 is 5 
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is anullity in the very foundation of the Ordination of the Papa] 
Miniftry 3 it is derived from the Pope as head of the Clergy and 
Charch, a Title meerly Antichriftian and ufurped, and ſo their 
Miniftry is Antichriſtian. And if the Popebeing Antichriſt, and an- 
. Ufarper, and Confecrating Biſbops by vertue of his Papal Supremacy 
and CHRr1s T's ſole Vicar, and Peter's Succeffor, cannot conyey 
any power of Order upon his Biſhops and Clergy : What lawfull 
Miniſtry can be expected in that Synagogue ? So that a learned Fa- 
ther pronounced of ther : Nego ſub toto Popatue unum efſe verum Epiſ- 
copum. And if they have not one true, or truly a Biſhop, what ſhall 
we ſay of their Prieſts. Neither have they any Miniſterial Grace, be- 
cauſe it depends upon their Ordainers intention, and not 

C + R1 s T's Ordinance, Grace and Promiſe. Secondly they fail in 
the formal and final cauſe of Ordination, for they have added a new 
form, which overthrows the old, and which impoſeth a new end ; 
making the whole Eflence and Uſe of their Miniſtry to conſiſt in 
Priefthood, in the ſacrificing of an Idol, and turning the office of a 
Miniſter into an Idol-Cacrificing Prieſt. 

Here Note, That as our Proteſtant Miniſters have a Charge, and 
Calling, the Inſtitution whereof is found in Holy Scripturcs : for 
the Word of God ſpeaks of Paſtors, Do@ors and Miniſters, which 
is as clear as the day. | 

So the calling of the Prieſts of Rome falls neceflarily to the ground, 
and is of nouſe : for in the Ordination of their Prieſts they are not 
charged to Preach the Goſpel, but they are expre(sly c{tabliſhed ro 
Be Sacrificers of the Body of Jesus CuRis r, which is an 
imaginary Charge, never eſtabliſhed by J=sus Cur1sT, nor 
praiſed by his Apoſtles 3 and whereof there is-not any one word in 
all the New Teſtament : So that, that learned Dr, Breuine terms 
that Romax Prieſthood, as far as it attempts to really offering, and 
ſacrificing the Son of God, a moſt fearful Sacriledge. And Calvin 
writing to the King of Poland, ſays of the Romiſh Clergy, Totum $4a- 
eerdetium Papifticum, 8:c. The whole Popith Prieſthood, is not only 
an impious profanation of the true Miniſtry, but an execrable con- 
tumely agaiatCar1sT: fo as wholoever is a Popilh Prieft, (un- 
till he caft away that Title ) he cannot be Cn 1 5 T's Servant. 

I ſhall conclude with this Argument taken from the definition of 
true ordination, True Ordination is a Sacred Inſtitution of Curtsr, 
whereby the perſon ordained, is inveſted with a power to preach the 
Word of God, and to adminiſter the Holy Sacraments according to 
CiRisrt's Ordinance, . 

ut 
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But fhe Ordination uſcd in the Church of Rewe, is not according 
toCnuR1s T's Inſticution, to wit, whereby the perſon ordained is 
mvcitcd with a power to preach the Word of God. and toadminiſter 
the Holy Sacraments according to C xk 1 s T's Ordinance : there- 
forc in the Church of Rome there is no truce Ordination, therefore no 
truc Miniſtry, therefore no true Church. 


CHAP, XI, 
' That Pajiſts are the greateſt Sefariſts inthe World, 


Apiſts are the moft notorious SeRtaries in the World, becauſe they 

are moſt guilty of dividing themſelves from all the ret, by their 
innovating new Dotrines, and impoſing new Articles of Faith, and 
making dividing Engins and other impoſlitions, which are the caules 
of the diviſions z and then condemning the Churches of CynrisrT 
for not yielding to their uſurpations : befide they of Rome by their 
Excommunications, and barbarous murthers and hoſtilities, proper- 
ly firſt departed from us, ſeparating from the Primitive Church of 
CHR1s T, and we then made a ſeceſſion, that we might not be par= 
taker of their Schiſms and Hercſies : beſide the Proteſtant Charch did 
not introduce any one new, nor rejected any one old DoGrine 3 but. 
the reception of the old DoQtrine, and the xejeRion of the new, is - 
that which madethe reformation, 


CHAP, XII, 
Of the Antiquity of the Proteſtant Religion, . 


BY7 Papiſts wil-ak, here was your Religion before Luther? 0414, 
To which we Anſwer, where their Religion never was, nor Aufw; - 


willbe found, and that is in the Holy Scriptures, which was lopg 
before Lutber, or the Pope cirher. 

But we Proteſtants demand of them, Where was their Religion in 
the Apoliles times, and ſeveral hundred years after CHxr'1s Tt: Nay 
we demand of them where was theix Religion before their Council 
of Trex, and kt them Anſwer if they can? | Bede 
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Beſides, let them examine their own Rayerius, that cruel Inquiſi. 
tor of the Proteſtants of Piedmont, above four hundred years ago, 
who then gives this accompt of them : that of all SeQs ( as he terms 
them ) they are of the longeſt ſtanding, for ſome ſay they have con. 
tinued ever fince Pope Silveſter, others ſay from the time of the Apo- 
files, that there is no Land in which they arenot, and that whereas all 
ether Secs by the horridneſs of their Blaſphemics againſt God, irike 
horror into thoſe that hear them, theſe lead a righteous life, and be- 
lieve all things well of God, only they Blaſpheme the Church of 
Rome. 

And other antient Records evidence, that thoſe Chriſtians of Pied- 
mont were there placed by Nero, and have ever fince continued in 
thoſe parts of 1:aly,and have ſtill maintained-the ſame their Chriſtian 
true Religion ( which Rome {o many centuries of years ſince hath de- 
bauched)to the very face of that Romiſh Antichriſt ; ſo-that Antiquity 
(one great pretence of the new Romiſh Religion) is there(without any 
need of forcin inſtance) confuted at home z which hath been the cauſe 
of ſo many Maſlacres ( by the Popes inſtigation ) on the perſons of 
theſe Chriſtians from time to time, ſo unhumanly perpetrated. And 
their DoQrine is ours in the main points, as appears by their con= 
feſſions 3 ſo that by their Adverſaries own acknowledgment (many 
hundred years ſince) they were of very great Antiquity. 

And Sigonizs finds them in Millan, Anzo 1056. and might have 
found them in Fer»ſalem in the Apoſtles times by the name of Chri- 
ſtians. 

And indeed, the Religion the Proteſtant Church profeſſes was per- 
fe& and complete many hundred years before the Do@tine and the 
Worſhip of the Church of Rome (as now it is) were in being. 


CHAP. XIIL | 
Of the Popes breach of every Commandment of the Lord God, 


HE Ruleof Human Life cannot be taken from (© certain a 
Standard, as the Ten Commandments 3 and the expolitions 

of theſe given in Scripture, chielly our Saviour's Sermon on the 
Mount. , Now-let Malice it ſelf appear to declare, wherein our Pro» 
teſtant Church irikes,at any of theſe, or teaches men to diſobey even 
the leaſt ofthem ! This is the moſt important piece of Religion. 
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And it is certain the dclign of revealed Religion, was to give 
men clearer notions ot theſe moral perfe&ions, to preſs them by 
ftixongcr Arguments, and encourage our endeavours by ſuitable re- 
wards and puniſhments, ſo that if any Religion contradid theſe mo- 
rals, we are ſure it is falſe, for the revelation of Gods will, mult be 
deligned to make us better than we would otherwiſe be, following 
barely the light of nature, and not worſe. 

It then the Proteſtant Church teacheth men to obey all and every 
the Commandments of God : and the Church of Rome overthrows 
morality, and contradicts all or any of the ſaid ten Commandments, 
we then may be ſure which is of God, and which is not ; and how 
far this is done, be pleaſed to judge by theſe particulars. 

God laith, and Proteſtant Miniſters teach, Thow ſhalt have no other 
Gods but me. Exod. 20. And that God alone is to be worſhipped. 

But Popery is an Enemy to God, by its ſetting up Idols: To 
CHRIST by its new found Mcdiators: To the Holy Ghoſt by 
putting a Pope in his place. 

And as to this Sentence, that God Alone is to be worſhipped : the 
Popiſh DoGtors have blotted it out of the Indices of Athanaſius, and 
S. Auguſtine's Works, and may not any ſober man ſuſpect the Romiſh 
Church, that deceives them in the firſt principle of Religion ? but ic 
will remain in S, Math. 4. 10. to reprove thele Impoltures for 
ever. 

God faith, and Proteſtant Miniſters teach, Thou ſhalt not make to thy 
ſelf any ;graven Images nor the likeneſs of any thing in Heaven above, or 
in the Earth beneath, &c. Thou ſhalt not bow down to them, nor worſhip 
them, &c. 

But Papiſts make graven Images, and reſemblances of things in 
Heaven, and bow down to them and worſhip them : belides they 
make Images of God himſelf (who is a God inviſible )and repreſent 
him both in carved work and painting, which are ulcd in their 
Churchcs, and are received almoſt every where, as Sellarmin him- 
{cIt confcfleth in lib. 2. of Images, cap. $. 

And is not this contrary to this Law of God, which himſelf ut- 
tered with his own mouth, and wrote with his own finger: and is 
it not contrary to what God expreſly forbids in Dent. 4. and Tſa- 49+ 
yet this they do notwithſtanding the penalty that is added to ſuch : 
»iz. Confounded be all they that worſhip carved Images, Pſal. 97. 7. 

God faith, and Protcftant Miniſters teach, Thow ſhalt not take the 
Name of the Lord thy God in vain. 
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But Papiſts teach the Pope can diſpenſe with Oaths and Vows, 
and may give a man leave to torſwear himſelf and not to make good 
what he hathzpromiſet to God ; among innumerable cvidences, I 
ſhall orly inſtance this, did not the Pope abſolve Philip the Second of 
Spain, from the ſolemn Oath whereby he was bound to maintain 
the Priviledges of the Netherlands, which hath been the cauſe of the 
flavghter of many hundred thouſand men in thoſe parts ? 

God ſaith, and Proteſtant Miniſters teach, Remember that thou kgep 
holy the Sabbath day. But the Papiſts allow Markets, Fairs and In. 
tcxludes, belides their vaſt multiplication of holy days, made of ne- 
c«llity.the obſervation of the Lords day flacken. 

Again God faith, and Protcſtant Miniſters teach, Six days ſhalt 
thou labour, &c. But Popilh Prieſts forbid the People to work fix 
days of the week on pain of a mortal fin: and thus they manifeſtly 
{ct themiclyes above God. 

God faith, and Proteftant Miniſters teach, Hoxonr thy Father and 
thy Mother, &c. + 

But Popiſh Prieſts maintain the diſobedience of Children to their 
Parcnts, Authorized by their Church, when a Child enters into a 
Monaftery or Nupnery, againſt his or her Fathers conſent, 

God faith, and Proteſtant Miniſters teach, Thou ſhalt do no murthcr, 

But Popiſh Prieſts teach it's lawful to murther Kings, and thoſe 
that oppole or deny this their Doctrine they condemn as Hereticks. 

God faith, and Proteſtants teach, T how ſhalt wot commit adultery. 

But the Pope allows Stews and Baudy-Houſles, and yearly receives 
a vaſt Revenue for the ſame, even out of Rome it (elf. 

God ſaith, and Proteſtant Miniſters teach, Thow ſhalt not ſteal. 

But the Pope ſets ſome Princes to invade others Rights and Inhe- 
ritances ; which isboth their Do@rine and PraQtice, and fo for ma- 
ny Ages have, and do ſet on publick Robbery, againſt the Eighth 
Commandment. | 

God ſaith, and Proteſtant Miniſters teach, 7how ſhalt not bear falſe 
witneſs againſt thy Neighbour. 

But the Pope Excommunicates his own Papifts for witneſſing the 
truth for theix Proteſtant Neighbours, witneſs in Piedmont, &c. 

God Gaith, and Proteſtant Minitiers teach, Thou ſhalt not covet thy 
Neighbours Honſe, thou ſhalt not covert thy Neighbours Wife, nor bis - 
Servant, &c. . 

But the Pope wretchedly covets not only our own, our Wives and 
Servants Lives, Eſtates, Liberties, &c. But Satan-like, alſo uſeth all 
Seratagems to cnſnate our Souls into the ſame perdition with 
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himſclf; Now as you may here ſee Romer grand Impiety, (o it's appa- 
rent the Proteſtants are ſafe, as to the moſt important piece of Reli- 
gion ; and Papiſis to add to all their other guilt, perſwade the peo- 
ple, that a ſimple attrition with the uſe of their Sacraments,(without 
any real converhon of the Soul, or change of Lite ) is ſufficient to 
Salvation. 

But we know whoever goes to beat down the ſenfe of fin, by the 
offer of pardon on any other terms but the ſincere change of a mans 
life, deſtroys morality which is the Image of God in man, and that 
this is a moral matter and unchangeable. 

Beſides all theſe, the Popiſh Pricfts taking money for penance and 
abſolution upon it for notorious fins is ſo known an infamy, that 
we have the very Book in our hands ( copied out of the Original in 
the Apoſtolick Chamber ) ſetting down the Rates and Sums to be 
paid for Abſolution, from the molt horrid wickednefſes. And Note, 
offences done againſt the Pope are always fold higher than fins a- 
gainſt God. 


CHAP. XIIL 


Of the difference between Proteſtant Miniſters and Popijh 
Y Bricfs 4s to the Rule of Faith and Manners. 


Roteſiant Miniſters give the Holy Scriptures to be the Rule of 
P Faith and manners unto all; they give addreſſes which may be 
followed, and exhort men to ſtudy, and ſtrive to inſtruct them in 
the,Holy Scriptures, and conceal nothing fxom them, 

But Popiſh Prieſts forbid the People the uſe of the Holy Scriptures, 
becauſe it alienates mens hearts from their way 3 they give them Ser- 
vice inan unknown Tongue,amuſing them with Images,and cxteri- 
or Ornaments, and forbid thoſe Conſciences they take upon them to 
Govern,to let any but;themſelves and their Confederates,know what 
Devotion they impoſe upon them: to all Books but theirs they make 
them blind,and deaf to all Diſcourſes but their own, And as learned 
Dr. $all ſaith, they will not permit them to know morethan their 
Beads and ſome (mall Prayer-Book, with the Letanics of the Con- 
ception, or S. Foſepb's Santa Tereſa» &e, and a Liſt of very great 
Indulgences for (mall Deyotions, | 
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Bcſides Proteſtant Miniſters defire to have their DoGtine tryed 
by Friend and Foe, in the ſight of the World, and will be judge 
by the Word of God. | q 

But Popiſh Priefis will be Judges of the Word of God, which ar. 
gucs their guilt, tor when they are accuſed of Herefies and Blaſphe- 
mies, they will be themſelves Judge of the Queltion, and conſe. 
quently will be both Judge and Party.

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CHAP. XIV. 
That Popiſh Baptiſm, Maſs, and their Sacraments are Null. 


S to the Sacraments of the Church of Rome, their Council of 

Trent determined, that there are neither more or les, but juſt 

ſeven, whereas inſtcad of ſeven the Church of Rome hath thirteen, 

for themſelves ſay, that the Sacrament which they call Orders, is 

fubdivided into ſeven, which have each of them a particular form, 

and different Ceremonies, viz. the Porters, Readers, Conjurers, 

Acolytes, Subdeacons, Deacons and Prieſts : but let them jultifie it 

they can, their (cven or-thirteen pretended Sacraments in the mean 

rime.- The Proteſtant Church doth as clearly as the Sun, evidence 

that there are bur two and that theſe two are ſufficient, ſeeing one 

of them (which is Baptiſm) is the Sacrament of our Spiritual birth 

and entrance into the Church, and the other (which is the Euchariſt) 

isthe Sacrament of our Nouriſhment and growth, untill we attain 

unto the meaſure of the perfe& Rature of our Lord Jesus CurIST. 

Hatth, 28, Now as to the Sacrament of Baptiſm; that is done in the Prbte- 

19. ſtant Church, in the very form our Saviour appuinted ; and this the 

Papifts do not deny. 

But among them, they cannot be aſſured that they are at all bap- 

tized 3 fince according to the Do@rine of the neceſſity of the inten- 

- tionof the Prieſt, to the being of a Sacrament, they cannot be aſſured 

of it; for an Atheiſtical Prieſt can ſpoil their baptiſms! fo that un- 

Their Bap- Jeſs they can be certain of that which is impoſlible for them to know, 

rip Nell. 7 mean the intention of the Prieft, they are not ſure they were ever 
truly baptizcd. | 

Beſides a Sacrament is a viſible ſign of an inviſible Grace, which 

inviſible Grace the Church of Rome deftroyeth, whillt the placeth the 

Grace . 
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Grace in the Sacrament it ſelf, as Seſſ 7; de Sacramentis Canon. 6. 
denying and accurſing only Faith in Gods promiſe to be ſufficient to 
receive Grace. Thus they dettroy the natureand uſe of Cunrrs T's 
Sacraments, and of Baptiſm in [pecial, while they ſeparate it from 
the Doctrine of the Word of Goud ; and from the jneceflity of Juſti- 
fying Faith: So that Church is quite removed from the founda- 
tion and built upon another, a falſe foundation. Thus they make a 
very Idol of their Sacrament, and of their Pricft together, while to 
thele they attribute that Grace which the only Author and Fountain 
of Truc Baptiſm can give : they preſent their Children in thc Faith 
of that Church which denies True Faithin Cunisr. 

Moreover they deny federal holineſs, to keep up their Opus opers- 
twm, i.e. wholoever is Baptized by their Maſs- Prielt, is by chat very 
work done Converted, &c. And thus by their fantaſtick Converſion, 
they ſeck to fruſtrate their real Convertion, and by their counterfeit 
Chriſtianity they force to overthrow the Covenant of the Goſpel, 
Spiritual Regeneration, and indeed the Foundation of all Trve Chri- 
{tian Religion, 

And as to the Sacrament of the Euchariſt, the Proteſtant Church 
therein indeavours to raiſe upa mans heart to Jes us Cunrisrt 
which is in Heaven, ; 

But that of Rome abaſeth Ja sus Cun1sr, andputs him into 
the hands of men, they make their breaden God, adore, and then 
eat him up: and according to their DoQrine, C 4 & 15 T did cat his 
whole ſclt, and drink his own body 3 for they will have the Body to 
be in the Cup, which is highly ſcandalous to Fews and Twrks. 

The Romiſh Church alſo teaches, that CyuR1sT is offercd often 
in the Sacrament of the Maſs, which is dire&ly contrary to the Apo- 
ſile, who expreſly and without contradiQtion faith, that he is not 
offered often. 

They further Teach the Maſs is an unbloody Sacrihce, and yet 
Propitiatory for the Remiſſion of Sins of the quick and the dead. 

This directly oppoſeth the Apolile, who faith in expreſs words, 
without ſhedding ot blood there is no Remiſſion, and where there is 
Remiſlion of (ins there is no more Offering for Sin : but in the Sacri- 
fice which J=sus CHyRr1srT Offered to God on the Croſs, there 
is Remiffion of Sins, therefore there is no more Offering for Sin, and 
conſequently it is falſe that the Maſs is an Offering tor Sin, anda 
Propitiatory Sacrifice, Beſides in all Sacritices, that which is Offered 
muſt be Conſecrated, and they pretend to Sacrifice the Body of our

Now as to the Inſtitution of the Lord's Supper, our Lord ] x s us 
Cnr 1sr preſents the Cup to all thoſe to whom he had difiributed 
the Bread, ſaying to them, Drink ye all of this, &c. 

But the Church of Rome forbids the People the uſe of the Cup of 
the Lord, &c. and this with a Nox obſtante, notwirhſtanding the 
Lord's Command to the contrary. 

And thus directly and formally oppoſeth Jesus Cynisr and 
his Apoſtle $. Paul, who ordains in expreſs words, Let a man examin 
bimſelf, and ſo let him drink of t hat Cup. 

And as for theſe words, Take eat, this is my Body,' it muſt be either 
cibus Anime, vel Corporis, and then it bodily food, how can it nou- 
riſh the Soul ? and it ſpiritual food, how can it enter into the body ? 

Belides Deus non poteſt facere que Hature ſue ſunt contraria. Now 
Ambroſe reſolves this with us, and ſaith Corpus nutritur pane Sywm- 
bolico, anima vers corpore Chriſti, Whichagrees with the whole ſcope 
of the Scripture, ſpeaking of it every where in a ſpiritual ſenſe, and 
hguratively, | 

Moreover if CR 15 T's Body be really preſent in the Sacra- 
ment, as Papiſts affirm, where is the outward vitible fign? And the 
Inſtitution of the Euchariſt being but to laſt wſque quo veneriz, until 
Icome, if Cy R1 5s T be really, corporeally, and ſubſtantially pre- 
{ent in the Sacrament, as the Church of Rome teacheth her Creatures 
to believe upen pain of Damnation, their Tranſubſtantiation, is a 

meer cheat, for the Sac rament it (elf then ceaſeth, 


CHAP. XVI. 
That Popiſh Miracles are Null. 


Iracles were the firſt foundation (as a learned Author affirms) 

and moſt authentick proofs for invocation of Saints, venera- 

tion of Images and Reliques, Pilgrimages, Purgatory, Monaſtical 
Vows, and moſt of the gainfularticles of the Romany Church. As for 
thoſe, I appeal unto any that have any Fear, Zeal, or Love for the 
Lord ] x $us, whether it be not offenſive to ſuch to obſerve their 


Legends Ruft with greater Miracles wrought by ſome of their 
fabulous Saints, than &yer Jzsus wrought, and to hear (0 _ 
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of their Church ay, tbat their [S. Francis did more Miracles than 
CauKkisrT bimſelf ! though S. Chryſoftom ſaith, that there were 
no footſteps of the power of Miracles lett in the Church in his time, 
And S. Gregory thinks them unnecefſ;ry among believers, and ſo do 
many others, yet inthe dark Ages, Miracles were frequently pre- 
tended, as wrought by Saints living and dead, as appears by the 
Legends of their Church, which Relations are ſo ſenſeleſs, ſoridicu- 
lous, ſo impoſſible and unlikely, fo little agreeing with Chronology, 
Hiſtory, or Geography, that many of their Roman Writers arc 
aſhamed of them : hence their own Cauus complains, that theſe Aus» 
thors of Saints Lives with falſe and counterfeit fables, have blemiſh- 
ed the Lives of Saints 3 and the ſame Writer faith, that the Author 
of their {o famous golden Legend, was a man of an 1ron Forchcad, 
and a Leaden Soul, 


CHAP, XVII. 
That Saints know not the hearts of men. 


uT Papiſts will ſay, Do not Saints know the bearts of men? We 
Anſwer No, for Solomon expreſly declares in his Prayer in the 
Conſecration of the Temple, (an occaſion in which he was eſpecially 
guided by the Spirit of God ) That thou, even thou only knoweſt the 
bearts of the children of men : and againin Eccl. g. 5, 6. The dead know 
nothing, and have no Portion in the things that are done under the Sun.

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appeal from the ſentence of the Throne of Juſtice 3 herein they gxale 
the Creature in the opinion of the people above the Creator, for all 
appeals are made from an inferior to a ſuperior Court. Secondly, 
they thereby eſtrange men from God, for thoſe that beljeve it will be 
ſure to go to the Throne of Grace ( that of the Virgin ) and let God 
alone in his Throne of Juſtice. ThedireQors of the Conſciences of 
thoſe of the Romiſh Church are full of theſe 3 Viegas the Jeſuit ſaith, 
this is the Virgin Mary, with whom God hath divided his Kingdom, 
tor God hath reſerved Juſtice for himſelf, and given Mercy to his 
Mother, wherefore if any find hirnſelf aggrieved by the Court of 
Juſtice, let him appcal to the Throne of Mercy, the Mother of God, 
the Lady Auguſta. 

And their S. Bonaventure, hath cauſed her to be adored by the 
Heatheniſh Title” of the Queen of Heaven, and to be invocated by 
the impious name of the Mother of the whole Trinity. And hath 
tranſported all the addrefſes made toGod in the Pſalms, to our Lady, 
Viz. Let our Lady ariſe, and let ber Enemies be ſcattered. 1 will ſing of 
the mercies of our Lady.

Y ET i it not aſtraightning to the Spirit of God, to bring all Miracles 
and Revelations to the touchſtone and examen of the Scripture ? 

If the Scripture were a Rule formed by man, or by Angels, the 
Spirit of God could not be ſubjeR to any Rule ſo much below it (elf. 
But all Scripture being of Divine Inſpiration, holy men of God 
ſpake as they were moved by the Holy Ghoſt, fo that it is of great 
uſe againſt the wiles of the Devil, to have. certain and fixed Nan- 
dard, to which we may bring ary thing that is broached under the 
name of Spiritual Truth, and may thereby®(as the Scripture ſaith) 
try the Spirits whether they be of God 3 and may know the voyce 
of the Holy Spirit, and good Angel, from that of Satan, even when 
he transforms himſelf into an Angel of Light : and it is an honour 
to the Spirit of God, which ( by means of Cich a ſtandard and ruk } 
appears ever like himſelf, that is, uniform and conſtant, without any 
variableneſs or ſhadow of changing.

BY T #4 not the inteypretation of the Scriptures diverſe ? 

The Ignorance and perverſeneſs of Interpreters cannot in the 
leaſt take away the Honour fromthe Scriptures of being a (tandard 
and rule in ſpiritual things, no more than the ignorance and perverſe- 
nels of a man in giving the interpretation of the Law, ſhould de- 
traQ from the honour of its being the rule and Randard of judging 
in Civil things.

dark : thus running from the Holy Scriptures and the way which the 
moſt wiſe God hath fitted for our converſe with him in Spirituals,, 
they blindly give themſelves up to the condu@t of ſuch Guides whoſe 
practice and intereſt it is to miſlead them, and lighting that- way 
of converſe which God. hath made their portion here below, they 
loſe the bleflings of their preſent ſtate, and all thoſe Influences 
which God conveys unto us by mediums of his own ficting z and 
inſtead of increaſing in knowledge, they. ſubjet themſelves to the 
dreaming vanitics of human inventions, and grow vain in their ima» 
| Ix and have their fooliſh hearts darkned by that Prince of 
arknels :. as appears by their heretical opinions.

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CHAP. XXII. 
Of the Popes farther Abuſe of the Scriptures, with other of 


their prafical Enormities, 


T HE Roman Church commands under pretence of Religion, cn 
certain days to abſtain from certain meats 3 and forbids Prieſts 
(0 Marry. 

And thus directly oppoſeth,and expreſly teacheth what this great 
Apoſtle Saint Paul, calls a DeQtrine of Devils, Col. 2. 2 Cor. 10. 
2 Tim. 4.1, 2. 3. 

The Popiſh Church profeſſeth to believe that]: sus CunrsrT 
is on Earth in reſpe& of his Human Nature. 

Which is contrary to what he himſelf ſaithin S. Fohn, chap. 12. 
8-16. and contrary to the expreſs words of S. Peter, A 3. that the 
_—_ muſt receive him until the time of the reſtitution of all 
enings. 

Popiſt teaeh that the Souls of thoſe that die in the Lord are tor- 
mented after this Life in a Fire which they call Purgatory. 

Which is direRly contrary to the Holy Ghoſt, who declares in ex- 
preſs terms, thai bleſſed are the dead that die in the Lord, from beuce- 
forth, yea [aith the Spirit, that they may reſt from their labours, and their 
Works do follow them. And againſt the expreſs words of the Buokof 
Wiſdom (which was Canonized by their Council of Trent) The Souls 
of the Juſt are in the hands of God, and no Torment ſhall touch thens. 

As to the methods whereby Popes crept into their praQtical Enor- 
mities, it's obſervable that Rome for the advancement of her Popes 
of the firſt Ages forged many Epiſtles, which are by themſelves ſince 
confeſt ſpurioas z and carried on their deſigns by gag Wrong 
Deeds, Miracles, Viſions, Propheſies, &c. and toalltheſe have added 
this, the Rule of Conflance which ſtands them in great ſtead, That 
no Faith is to be kept with Hereticks, i. e. with fuchas are not of 
their opinion. And this is ſo far heightned by their Cafuifts, who 


aver that a Law or Covenant obligeth not when a man hath no in+ 


tention to oblige himſelf, ſothat a man may ſwear with his outward 
man, yet his inward man is free, hereby they can promiſe and ne« 
ver perform, ſpeak and {wear ove thing, and intend another : inſo- 
much that if # Rowifh Prieltbe called inqueftion, hemay anfwer No, 
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having this mental reſerve, that he is no Prieſt of the Devil, By 
fach means they have a notable help at a dead lift, to keep their Pre < 
{clytes cloſe to their FaQtion, who if they-be broughht upon Tryal 
of their Lives, may ſay and (wear they know no more of this—or 
'that—than the Child unborn, if they have this relerve,. they knew 
go more of this or that with an intent to I;t you know it. All 
which exaQtly hints to the followers of the Beali mentioned in the 
Revelation of S. Fobr, That they received a mark in their right band, 
and in their forebeads ; they can ſometimes own it and ſometimes 
bide it, as they pleaſe. Hence proceeds their Pie frauder, pia men- 
dacia, their equivocations, their godlyxdeceits and lyes, as are made 
and told for the advancement of their Religion, and to (tir up Devo- 
tion. Hence they bely their Adverſaries m their. Lives, DoQrine ard 
D-ath,as we know in Lutber, Calvin, Beza, Biſhop King, and others. 
Hence they counterfeit falſe Fathers, and by their ſaid_Index, 
make the true ones ſpeak as they liſt, and thruſt a thouſand of lies on 
the poor people: as the Hiſtory of Loretto, the Dalmatian Pricſt, who 
having his bowels plucked out of his body by the Tzrks, took his 
guts in his hand ( if we will believe it) and went many days to: Lo- 
retto, and there was cured : they alſo abuſe the credulous people by 
their Legends in Latine, Engliſh, and other Languages : That the 
power of S. Patrick's Praycr (as they write) made a ſheep bleat in 
the belly of him that ſtole it: and of an Heretick who was Conver- 
ted by (ceing S.. Anthony's Horke worſhip the Hoſt, with innumerable 
ſach ridiculous fopperics. And as to the ſteps whereby Popes climbed 
up to their Pride, Pomp, and Grandeur, the Popes ( from being 
plain preaching Biſhops as they were at firſt, who were then always 
choſen by theix Maſter the Emperor, untill after Charlemaign ) they 
firſt negleed their ſaid Maſters choice in their EleQion : and to bar 
them for the future, rebelled againſt them, and to make themſelves 
more ſecure, they ſet up the Order of the Canoniſts and Scholaſticks, 
againſt the Power of the Civil Law, which aaticntly maintained the 
Right and Powerof the Emperors and Princes 3 and they confirmed 
theſe Canoniſts and Decretals to be unqueſtionable, thus as much 
as in them lics to annihilate the Authority of the Holy Scriptnres. 
Then they gave themſelves the Title of Lord of France, and of all. 
the habitable{World, and forced the Emperors to (ubmit to them, e- 
* venasto hold their ſtirrups:and make it a fundamental point of their: 
Religion, that the Pope can Depoſe and Muxther Princes, and not: 
content with all this, they alſo Lcifer-like, aſſault the very Seat of 
God, {it;ivg in the very Temple of God; and js not this then.that- 
| Very. 
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very Antichrit indeed? And all this have they conſpired into, 
trom being Servants of the Emperors, verifying the old Provetb, (et 
a beggar on hor{cback and he will ride to the— En Epulum Diaboli, 
fic fic glomer antur in unum innumere peſtes Erebi, Claud. Since Popes 
then eltcem Rebellion againſt God, and Princes tobe Religious : and 
accompt thoſe that are obedient to Gods Laws, and to their lawful 
Princes, Hereticks : who would not be ſuch Chriſtian Hereticks ? 
And who would be of that rcbellious Antichriſtian Religion? whoſc 
principles if their creatures be truc unto, they muſt abandon choice, 
and obey their Superior right or wrong and every mmmortality he 
commands is duty upon damnation, the more contrary to- their 
reaſon and averſe. to their nature, the greater merit.. A Religion . 
that would make men Pious by Impieties, that cauſeth a world of 
murthers and incendiaries, deſolation of Cities,and whole Provinces, 
that is deſtructive to all Government, the abyſs of abyſles, and Sea 
of abominations ? 

Againſt ſuch prodigious impoſtures, S. Pax! ſaith, and Proteſtane 
Miniſters teach, that God is angry with ſuch fins :. and that God 
gives over ſuch-to a reprobate mind, being filled with all unrighte- 
ouſneſs, fornication, wickedneſs, covetouſnels, maliciouſneſs, full 
of envy, murther, debate, deccit, malignity, whiſperers, backbiters, 
haters of God, deſpiteful, proud, boaſters, inventors of evil things, 
diſobedient to Parents, without underſtanding, covenant-breakers, 
without natural affeQion, implacable, unmerciful , who knowing 
the judgment of God, that they that commit ſuch things are worthy 
of death, not only to do the ſame, but have pleaſure in them that 
do them. Rom. 1, 28, 29, 30, 3.1- 


CHAP, XXIIL, 


If Mahumetans, Jews and Pagans, have not a more certain 
Bona Fides thaz Papiſts have. | 


S for Jews, Pagans and Mahumetans, we cannot deny but they 
have a more certain Bona Fides than Papiſts : tor Jews who ſee 

not beyond the Old Teſtament are tolerable, and Pagans by their 
natural darkneſs without revelation are excuſable and Mabumes 
was ſo honeſt to own what he would beat: and all theſe, if Enemies 
yet not Traytors, but the Pope profeſſing Chriſtianity, doth in- 
E 3 DoQrins 
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- Dodrine and PraQtce renounce it, and preſuming to be the Catho- 


lick, doth Treacherouſly Maſſacre to his utmoſt, all that worſhip 
CHRIST, inſtead of his pretended Vicar. 


CHAP, XXIV, 


Of Popiſh deſigns in their implicit Faith, Auricalar Confeſſion, 
fhutua Eccleſiaſticks from the Obedience of their = 
forbidding Prieſts to marry, and Purgatory. 


| A® to implicit Faith, this their Do@cine ( which is below the 


honour of true Religion to deſire to be taken upon truſt) is a 
policy of their Prieſts to ſecure their evil praftices from being en- 
quired into, and a device to make their diſciples depend on them as 
infallible Oracles,who can by this means lead them blindfold whither 
they will, and-impoſe any thing on them, that ſerves their Intercft, 
ws fs the pretence of Religion, 

And for Auricular Confeffion : this was of old voluntary to a 
Divine, and only uſed in caſe of a troubled Conſcience, or firong 
Temptation, but Popiſh Pricfts makeit now neceflary 3 and where- 
fore? but to make themſclves Maſters of every mans ſecrets, to diC. 
cover the leaft inclination of their proſelytes to leave them ;, to keep 
che Laity in awe, and make them venerate and depend upon their 
ghoſtly. Father as their Guide, who hereby hath them all at his 
mercy; and yet their Doors affirm, it's lawful to diſcover what 
is revealed to them in Confeffion' in ſome caſes, eſpecially if it con- 
cerns the Roman Church z and —y they can draw what they 
will within ſome head of Religion, and then they have this ſalve, 
that it concerns theix Church, 

As to their freeing Ecclefiaſticks from the Obedience of their Na» 


- tural Princes Authority, this they do that the Pope may have Sub- 


jeas Numerous and Potent to give Intelligetice and abett his In- 
tereſt in the Bowels of all Kingdoms. 

Now as #or their forbidding;:their Pricſts to marry, this they do 
that what they have cheated or ſcraped during their Lives, the Pope 
whochallenges it, may have all at their death, this they properly 
call *che* fpoyls of the 'Clergy 3 {o that a Rich Clergyman can no 
fooner fall fick, but the Popes Coll. ors gape about — 

3, 
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Goods, and ſet Guards about his Houſe, by which means Biſhops 
have not had left ere they were dead, a Candleſtick or Cup to drink 
in 3 yea they have been deſerted upon their death-beds, and famiſhed 
for want of meat toeat : may all that bind themſelves ſlaves to ſuch a 
Maſter be fo deſervedly uſed. 

And as to their Purgatory, their Prieſts ( viſiting men in their 
extream fickneſs) terrify dull Sinners with their crimes, who frighted 
in a fort out of their wits, together with their infinuations, are 
wrought to part with their ready Moneys and Lands, to avoid the 
unaginary fixe of Purgatory, running at the (ſame time into the 
rcal Torments of Hell by their wicked Life. 

And indeed this Purgatory and Prayers to deliver Souls from 
thence ( being a novel fancy ) was feared and ſuſpe&ted by ſome of 
themſelves, but at length it was Countenanc'd and Decreed by that 
Church, thereby to oblige the people frankly to part with their Mo- 
neys, for themſelves or deceaſed friends, to thoſe who (ell their 
Prayers fo commonly, that they occafioned that Proverb, No Peny 
no Pater Nofter, and to convince us that money is the only thing 
ſought by the Church of Rome in thoſe Abſolutions, the ſaid Book 
of Rates tells us, that thoſe As of Grace cannot be granted to the 
poor who have nothing, and thereforc cannot be comforted. Do 
not our Engliſh Rowanifts then hug, their Chains, and Adore thoſe 
that abuſe them with ſuch fripperies and new Articles of Faith, to 
carry on the deſigns of the impoſers, and the deftruQion of their 
over credulous confidents ? 

Let any rational man judge whether thoſe things theſe call Reli- 
gion are not meerly arts to enſlaye the people and enrich themſelves ; 
for what the Popes ſtcal is their right, and what they cheat muſt be 


their due, and from ſuch Arguments 99 theſe they ſay all they can ſay 


for Popery 3 fo that they ſecretly laugh at the peoples credulity, who 
will be impoſed upon by them : As that Cardinal to the people, that 
flocked about him, Bui v«lt decipi, decipiatur.. And as that blaſphe- 
mous Pope ſaid, O quantrm lucri attulit vana ifts fabula Chrifti. 


Whether bad Attions may not happen in a good Religion ? as -of old 
it the Church of the Jews. 


Thoſe corruptions in the Church of Iſrael were only de fafts, but 
not ex decreto,they were not ſolemnly ratified by Decrees and Canons, 
But the horrible abominations in the Church of Rome are not only 
of PraQtice, but they alſo ſtand upon their icrefragable Decrees, &c. 


and 


"Dr. #hit, 
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and that under moſt direful Anathema's, to be obſerved of all their 


party as the inviolable Rule of their Religion ; which cannot confift 
with the Doctrine of Salvation.

CHAP, XXV. 
Whether Proteſtants do not hold a Papiſt may be Saved. 


wW E ſay as a man that hath the Plague may live, but not by the 
Plague 3 fo Popery being the bane of Chriftianicy, and en- 
mity to mans ſalvation, thoſe that are ſaved among them muſt be 
faved from Popery not by it: as famous Biſhop Fewel ( def. Apol. 
par. cap. 22, div. 1.) faith, if we ſhould content our ſelves to turn 
to the Pope and to his Errors, we ſhould kindle Gods wrath againſt 
us, and clog and condemn our Souls for ever. And in another place 
he ſaith, ſo the caſe ſtood that unleſs we left the Pope, we could not 
cometoCHRIis Tt. And Doctor Broughton, God can fave a man 
at the laſt, but as Gods word is infallible, fo faid he if a man lives and 
dies in the Faith of all the Articles of their Council of Trent, he 
cannot be ſaved. DoGor Whitaker, a man for his Learning and 
Judgment approved of the Churches of Cu 1 s t abroad, and of 
this of England, faith thus of Rome, Quere deſerendum eſſe dicimus ab 
omnibus, 8c. Wherefore we ſay ſhe ought to be forſaken of all men 
who will be ſaved, becauſe it is not any true Church at all, nor any 
ſalvation to be hoped fromit : and he proves the Church of Rowe 
(amongſt many other Arguments) tobeno Catholick,no Apoſtolick, 
nor a true Church, from the Council of Conſtantinoples four Notes. 
For ſhe holds not the Catholick Apoſtolick Faith, becauſe ſhe hath 
not the pure Preaching of the Word, and the right and lawful Ad- 
miniſtration of the Sacratnents, obſcrved by the Apoſtles, and in- 
fiituted by Chriſt. She overthrows the Foundation, to wit, Juſtj- 
fication by Faith, and many other Foundations, to the number of 
18, ſer down by Dr. Whitaker, therefore they cannot be ſaved, faith 


he perſiſting therein, ergo nulla Eccleſia 


For Argument, That Church wherein Salvation ordinarily, or 


© by ordinary means cannot be hoped, is no True Vikble Church of

that no Salvation, no Church of Cy m1 s T, alſo that a truc Church 
ofCHnr 1s T malt needs have the ordinary means of Salvation. 

For the aſſumption it is proved divers ways, as thus, the Preaching 
of the Goſpel of the pure Word of God, is the only ordinary means 
to beget Faith unto Salvation, Rom. 10. 14, 15, 17- Now the 
Goſpel, Word and Faith of Salvation is not permitted to be preached 
or believed in the Church of Rome. Whereupon the Learned Chem- 
nitixs faith of the Church of Rome, Infelicem ergo Eccleſiam, &c. 
Ounhappy and miſerable Church, for whom the Council of Trexz 
decrees, it unlawful to Believe, to Preach, or Teach that Blefſed- 
neſs of Man, confirmed by the Teſtimonies of David, and of all the 
Prophets ! For the purpoſe they way not Preach nor Teach the '$a- 
ving DodGtrines of Salvation, as the juſtifying Faith, which is an af- 
hance particular and certain juſtification by Faith, conliſting in the 
ſole imputation of Cu x1 s T's Righteouſneſs, and the like. 

DoGtor Reynolds, another ſhining Light of the Univerlity of Ox- 
ford, in his Verles upon the third concluſion handled in the Schools, 
November 3. 1579. faith, If that ye ſeck Eternal Lite, (ce that ye 
Rome torſake. 

Mr. Perkins in his Reformed Catholick, in the Prol. Sed. faith, That 
all thoſe that will be Saved, muſt depart and ſeparate from the Faith 
and Religion of the preſent Church of Rome : healſo writ a Treatiſe 
to prove a Papiſt cannot go beyond a Reprobate. The fame do all 
Proteſtants athrm of all thoſe in whom Popery is predominant pra- 
Qically, and overcometh Chriſtianity. 

Here is the Judgment of thoſe Learned Divines, and therein the 
conſent of both the Univerſities, Oxford and Cambridge ; tor their 
Books were allowed for Printing by the principal DoQors of the 
ſeveral Univerſities then refident in them. 

Nor is it to be taken for the Judgment of the Univerſities only,but 
alſo of the whole Church, as it appears evidently by the continuance 
of it from time to time, in the writings of thoſe famous Learned 
Men ſucccſlively one after another. It was divers years proclaimed * 
openly in the publick Schools by DoQor Reynolds, ratiticd after by 
Dr. Whitaker in his publick LeQures of Divinity, and confirmed by 
Mr. Perkins, and by every one of theſe publiſhed in print, with the 
Approbation of our Chuxch and State. —_

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And this hath been the judgment and prattice of the Churches of 
God in all the Proteſtant Countries, ifor the {pace of more than « 
hundred years, to declare and teſtific our ſeparation from the Church 
of Rome in reſpcR of Faithand Religion, to be a matter of abſolure 
neceflity, eſpecially if we conſider that every Pariſh Church through- 
out the whole Land, is enjoyned to have the Book of Biſhop Fewet 
with the reft of his Works for all men torcad, and that they were 
all new Printed to that end.

They cannot 
not the Apoſtles Faith, and that only is the Catholick Church, which 
retains the true Worſhip of God : but the Church of Rome, ( as it 
conſiſts of Trent) neither retains the Old Religion of the Scriptures, 
nor that of the Primitive Charch in general, nor that of the Antiene 
Church of Rome for they have omitted, added and altered ſo many 
points, that though Rome hath the Old Narne, it hath long ſince loſt 
the Old Faith :; ſo that we may now (cek Rome in the midit of Rome, 
as Fwvencus Vitalis Faith, for ſhe hath not now the Faith. the manners, 
nor the worſhip of the Primitive Roman Church. For it appears 
that in the tire of the Old Religion of Reme, you might then have 
ſeen there, Churches without Images, Prieſts under no Vows of 
Single Life, no Tranſubſtantiation nor half-Communion, but the 
true Sacrament Celebrated in a known Tongue, and Prayers and Le- 
tanies ina known Tongue alſo, without any names of Saints, or Ora 
pro nobia, they had then no Jubilees, no Indulgencies, no conſtrained 
Calibats, no cuſtomary Auricular Confeflion, no Apocrypha in the 
Canon of Scripture, nor the reſt. And as to Popes ſucceflion, what 
ſhameful interruptions and ruptures by Schiſmaticks, Murtherers, 
Hereticks, &c. condemned by General Councils, and other un- 
capable perſons, the pretended Succeſſion of Rome is accompanied 
with, beſide the Novelty of their Uſurpation it (elf, rogether with 
the Conjurations, Perjuries, Bribery, Murthers, &c. that are the 
uſual Artifices of obtaining the Papacy is manifeſt, and befides all 
this, their very EleQion hath alſo by their own Laws many Ages 
ſince been void and null, as a Learned Romanift hath long ago proved, 
which was addreſt to the Emperor, and to all Kings and Princes of 
the Chriſtian World ? and preſented to King James of bleſſcd me- 
mory, whocauſcd it to be Printed, and Anne 1622. it was Englifhed 
and the Book to this day unanſwered.

BY T bath-not the Church of Rome bad a long continued Peace and 
Proſperity ?

Omitting that Rome hath been Rill one grand cauſe of all their 
aflictions, we ſay it's true that the Church of Cayr1s T is ſome- 
times luctuant, as the Ark of Noab, ſometimes movcable as the Ark 
in the Wilderneſs, and ſometimes at reſt as the Ark in the Temple: 
inperſecution, in removes, in peace, having this Motto, Premimur;

But the Popiſh Church-though ſhe ſaith in her heart, Sedes Regina, 
L.ſfit a Queen, and am no Widow, and (hall ſee no ſorrow, ( which is 
Babylons voice faith, Auguſtine and Aquinas) therefore ſhall her 
plagues come in oneday, death, mourning and famin, and ſhe ſhall 
be utterly burnt with fire, for ſtrong is the Lord who judgeth her 
a5ſhe hath fallen culpably, ſo (ſhall-ſhe fall penally, like that of Fericho 
which can never be reeditied ; as Sibylla long fince foretold, Tots eris 
in Cineres, quaſi nunquam Roma fuiſſes. When the Wars began in 
Germany, Anno 1619. a mafly ſtone tell down upon a great Braſs 
Image of.

Ne whether the greateſt Unity be in the Proteſtant Church 
or in the Popiſh, you may ſee by thele parallels.

But the Papal Church hach another head, 3. e. the Pope, which 
moſt of the Chriſttan World diſowneth : and what that is, whether 
a Pope or a General Council or only both conjuna; themſelves are 
not agrecd 3 belides, thirty times at leaſt, their Church hath had more 
heads than one at once, and often many, one being for one, and ano- 
ther for another, ſo ſchiſmaticall were they. 

The Proteſtant Church hath the ſame Articles of the Creed, and 
the ſame Canonical Scripture as their Religion, which all Chriſtians 
OWN. 

But che Papal Church hath invented and added many new Articles 
of their Faith in their Trexs Council, quite oppolite to the Chriſtian 
Faith, which moti of Chtifttendom diſown. 

The Proteſtant Church hath che pure Chriſtian Worſhip in Prayer 
and Sacraments, and hath no more than moſt Chriſtians are agreed 
in, and it caves out nothing but mens additions. 

But the Popiſh Maſſcs, Sacraments, and ocher as of Worſhip, are 
ſuch which molt of Chriltiaus rcjc& : and to ſhew their diſunion 
amongſt themſelves, there are more Books written by Papilts againſt 
each _ than are by all the Secs of Chriſtians in the World (et 
together. 

Befidc there: are more of Parties and Seas amongſt them, than as 
mong any other, Jeſuits, Dominicans, Thomiſts, Scotiſts, Nominals, 
_ Francilcans, Benedi@ins, Carthuſians, Carmelites, and many 
others. 

And it they ſay thcy have acommona ſtandinginfalliblehe11 who 
ends all eſſential differ-nces among them,this cannot be,fince Papiſts 
as aboveſaid are ſore for the Pope, others ſay the Council is Judge, 
athers: that the Pope and the Council together are the Juge, others

deihie man, 

IWherein dotb Popery chiefly confiſt ? 

This Popery principally confilts in Merit, Mediation, Satisfa* jon, 
Supererogation and Pardon, which is an human invented Religion, 
or an Antichiiſtian SuperftruQture to undermine, and ( as much as 
poflible to overthrow all that is truly Chriſtian, 

This Popery, the very word of a Mediator doth ſufficiently refute, 
for if a Man can Merit, Mcdiate, Satisfie, Supereregate, Pardon, 
and do all himſelf, what needs he either Saviour or Mediator ? 

Beſides the Holy Scriptures give us a Genera) Rule (which is alone 
ſufficient)to make us reje& the Maſs, Purgatory, Papal Indulgencies, 
Invocation of Saints, Veneration of Reliques, Adoration of Crofles, 
and all human invented Traditions : for it tells us that they Worſhip 
God in vain who teach for DoQrine the Commandments of men. 
Maith, 5. 9. And to {vch as add or detract from Gods Commands 

| ments, 
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ments, Curſed be he that addeth or detrateth from the leaft of theſe 
ſayings, Rev. 22. 

And to ſuch as create new Articles of Faith preter quam, or contra 
guam. beſides or contrary to the Do&trines of the Scripture : if an 
Angel from Heaven preach any other Goſpel than that you have re- 
ccived, let him be accurſcd. Gal. 1.8. 

By what means was Popery firſt uſhered into the World? 

In the obſcure Age as it is called, Ignorance grew univerſal many 
hundred years, and had few perſons eminent for Learning, till a 
few years before the Reformation, which wretched Blindneſs, Igno- 
rance and Credulity of thoſe Ages, hugely contributed to the recepti - 
on of the Popiſh new Do@rines and Decrees, which they built upon 
Forgeries and Fiions, &c. This grols Rupidity made the World 
calic to be abuſed with their moſt monſtrous DoQtines. 

They therefore call Ignorance the Mother of Devotion, findiog 
their Religion beſt credited where it is leaft known : theſe Tares 
were ſowed while men ſlept, and all that cryed out againſt, and 
oppoſed their Innovations, they deſtroyed by Fire and Sword ( as 
much as they could) witnelsthe moſt antient Chriſtians of Piedmont, 
the Albigenſes, Bohemians, &c.

ww H AT are #he ſpecial attraQives which now draw men that way ? 04je. 
The proper genius of the Romiſh Church conſiſts much in Af. 


gong our Doors though far more Learned than themſelves, 
and vilitying our Miniſters, and the Goſpel-Miniſtry it (elf; and in 
a wild contidence to raiſe any thing they have though a Dunghill, 
mto a Caſtle, and by firange expreſſions to perſwade men out of 
their apr that you may believe the inchantment. 

This kind of Roman HeQoriſm is a main ſupport of their Tranſub- 
ſtantiation, Maſs, Purgatory, and pretended Infallibility, and the 
better to turn mens brains and hearts that fide, their pretended Ca- 
tholickneſs, Miracles, ſuffrages, Confraternities, Indulgencies, &c. 
The very dirt and dung of that Church, arc by the ſame Art and 
Valoure reRedi nto plaufible means of Worſhip and Salvation.

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And'in- order to make men throng in, if they meet with tender 
Conſciences, they will be Ambitious to exceed all.the degrees of 
Chriſtian ſeverity, if they meet with thoſe of contrary temper, they 
will accommodate them alſo with alt the condeſcenſions of the 
looſeſt Indulgence: fo let them mix whatever kind of Ruff th 
pleaſe to charm men into their party, if they find them well diſpo- 
ſed to devour it, then they give it ther as good meat : but if they (ce 
they abhor it, then to pleafe them, they will diſown itas rank poyſon, 
By which means they abuſe the World, and underthis collufon, 
Lyes, Works, ec. goes on the myſtery of iniquity, and the power 
of darkneſs. And I may (afely ſay, Rome hath no ground more 
commodious for Ambuſhes, nor more darigerous to poor ſtrangers, 
than what they can take or Jcave, ſay and unſay, as they (ee cauſe,

; Popes at: laſt forged that Council, or rather Conventicle of 
Frent:. and there patched up old: Errors and Herelies, and made 
them new Articles of Faith, and-thus completed that myſtery of 
Iniquity. 2 Theff: 2. adding theſe Pillars-to prop that her-ſandy foun- 
dation : viz allurements, and all vain-glorious enchanting entice- 
menes on the one hand, and alt manner of prodigious tortures by 
fixe, ſword, &e. on the other. Trent for Romes laſt ſupport, was 
forced to borrow of Lueifer his main Engins, and for Executioners, 
the Jeluits, and the Preti-de Finferui; as. they arc termed in Spaix, 
7,6. the holy Fathers of the horrid Inquiſition, theſe are the perpe- 
trators of Romer bloody Bulls.

Re the Lambs horns were upon the head of Antichriſt, and 
if a Traytor carry the Colours of a Prince in War, all the 
common Soldiers flock to him, and fight under his Banner, till the 
Traytor be known, tand the Treaſon be diſcovered. So the Popes of 
Rome pretending the common Principles of Faith and Manners, and

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CHAP. XXXVIII. 
Have all Papiſts been or will be Danmed ? 


E ſay and acknowledge Gods mercies are infinite and incom- 
prehenfible, and how far they extend to all ſincere minds, 
we are not ſo prefumptuous as to define. But as to what God is 
bound by Covenant which he made with man; we fay and do aſſert, 
that the Popiſh Church is guilty of ſach hideous corruptions, by 
which they have ſo much razed the very foundation of true Chri- 
ſian Religion, and have fo much vitiated the vitals thereof, that 
they havenot reaſon to claim the mercies of the Goſpel due by that 
Covenant, Yet we fay that when the Church was low in the Eyes 
of the World, then as God gave his People lels, ſo he required leſs at 
their hands, and fuch' as had'the knowledge of the Belief, the ten 
Commandments, the Lords Prayer and the Sacraments, theſe being 
ſpecioufly in'the Church of Rome (though with horrid corruptions, 
as is before mentioned) and having hearts willing to be informedin 
the truth, when our Provident God ſhould offer opportunities, with 
purpoſes and endeavours, to know and do aright, and holy Obedi- 
dience to. what was.known, and being ignorant, or at leaſt not ſo 
fully ſtated in the pernicious Errors of the Popiſh corruptions, 
though they were in that Charch yet were not of it: as many of our 
Fathers — to* Age have been. Such in theſe qualifications 
might be Saved, but ſuch are not acknowledged by the Pope to be 
right. Catholicks :. we ſay alſo that if any among them be of the 
number of Gods Sacred ones before their effeQtual calling, they are 
then members of that Antichriſtian Popiſh Church : but being called, 
they are no more of it but in it. Here Note, Gods power and faith- 
fulneſs in all Ages, in fingling out his Servants in the very Tents of 
Antichriſt, and-delivexing them from.the Power of Hell and Darkneſs. 
But as for ſach as worſhip the Beaſt and his Image, and.are by wil- 
fulneſs and reſolution (as it were embowclled) in.that State ; of ſuch 
the Holy Ghoft faith, they (hall drink of the Wine of the Wrath of 
God 


Note, Theſe latter only are owned by the Pope to be his true Ca- 
tholicks and not the former, you may here (ee the difference between 
the 
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the antient Chriſtian Catholicks, and the new Roman Catholicks. 
And withal conſider, how vigilant Satan is to diſtinguiſh and appro- 
priate his own Vaſſals, that they may alſo partake with him of his 
juſt reward. 


Whether $. Paul doth not acknowledge, that thoſe that built Hay and Obje3. 


Stubble wpon the Foundation of Chriſtianity might be ſaved, though with 
great diffienlty as owt of the Fire ? 


We are told of ſome who built the Jewiſh Ceremonies and Ob- Anſw. 


ſervances, on the foundation of Chriftianity, and. ſaid unleſs men 
— Circumciſed and kept the Law- of Moſes, they could not be 
ved.. 

Theſe Judaifing Chriſtians were as Cenforious and Uncharitable 
to S. Pawl, as Papiſts tous Proteſtants, for they poſitively ſaid they 
could not be Saved. 

But did S. Pawl therefore leave a certain way of Salvation, for an 
Argument that was at beſt only contingent, and concludes uncertain- 
ly and by chance, and therefore ſuch as no rational man ought to be 
moved by it. 

Now Charity is one of the moſt Eſſential marks of Chriſtianity, 
and teacheth usnot to ſee others in the high way of Damnation and 
not to. tell thern the danger of their condition. 

And there is ſcarce one DoEtrine that the Proteſtant Church 
holdeth, but ſome or other of the moſt Learned;Writers ofjthe Roma- 
niſts have acknowledged to be either ſufficiently contained in Scri- 
pture, or to have been held and practiſed by the Primitive Church ? 

Sa that nothing can excuſe their Popiſh Uncharitableneſs to us : 
and what advantage have they gotten by their ſaid Jewiſh Argu- 
ment they ſo much catch at, but only this, to ſhew they do what in 
them lies to make themſelves no Chriſtians, that-they may prove 
themſelves to be a true Chriſtian Church: a medium which Prote- 
ſtants never defire to make ule of, | 
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CHAP. XXXIX.

*0bjef. \ O not Papiſts believein CuRisST, and boldit the ſurrft way to 
D pot the confidence in God alone for Salvation ? vg 
"Anſw. Yes, but that withal men may put their confidence alſo in their 
own and in other mens works, Bell. 5. c. 7. de juft. And by this con« 
fidence in the creature, they preſently overturn all crae confidence in 
the Creator. Beſides they teach, that we muſt not only believe, but 
apply to our ſelves the promiſe of Everlaſting Life; but mark the 
deceit in applying all. For this mult not be done (ſay they) by Faith 
aſſuring us of our Salvation, but only by Hope in likelyhood, and 

conjeQural. 

Thus the Popiſh Prieſts allow not their Diſciples a divine Faith 
grounded updn the Love of God, and only Merits of CHm rs r, 
but a kind of moral certainty, and that upon conjeQures too: by 
which means they ſend men unſatisfied from Curtis rT to their 
Pope, where every man (as they give out) may certainly get Paradiſe 
for his money. 

You may here ſee that grand point in the myſtery of Iniquity : 
for by this wavering Hope, and uncertain application of the promiſe 
of Salvation to our ſelves, they overturn half the Do&rine of the 

' "Goſpel, for as in coloured words they ſeem to agree with the true 
Chriſtian Church, in the DoQtrine of Faith; fo indeed they deny 
and aboliſh the ſubſtance chereof, that is the particular and certain 
application of Cyr1sT Crucitied unto our (elycs: whereas S. Paul 
faith, being Juſtitied by Faith, we have Peace with God, through 
Jzsus CHRIST our Lord. But this gravels and vexcth the 
Merchants of Rowe. 

For if all that bear the Name of Chriſtians, did but know and b:- 
lieve that God will be alone worſhipped and praycd unto, that the 

- Blood of CHRIsrT doth cleanſeus from all Sin, and that there is 

no Salvation in any other name under Heaven given among men, 
whereby we mult be Saved ; down would fall all the lucrative in« 
vocation of Saints, the foul merchandiſe of indulgences, and the 
treaſure of human ſatisfation, the firz of Pargatory would go out z 
| no 
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no more Pilgrimage and Jubilees, for who would travel a thouſand 
miles to ſeek remiſſion of ſins, if he can find it at home in Gods 
Word, and obtain it by a lively faith, upon an humble repentance 
and ſerious converfion, Then ( finding no help in their Saints ) 
they would caſt away their Images to the moles, and their Prieſts, 
Monks and Fryers, would quickly ſcek out ſome way more profi- 
table to others, and leſs deſtruQive to their own Souls. 

But as for 9ur Proteſtant Church, we have and believe the Apo- 
files Creed, the Creed of the firſt four General Councils, which con- 
tain a jult abſtrat of the Chriſtian Faith, and reccive every Ar- 
ticle of thoſe Creeds. We approve of that expoſition of the Scri- 
phures, which hath the conſent of the Fathers of the firſt three or 
four hundred Centuries, yea we hold what the antient Church of 
Rome ( whilſtit was tzuly Chriſtian) held neceſſary to Salvation, 
for five or fix hundred years. And Rome preſent, in all things 
wherein it differs from the Church of England, is neither the Relts 
gion of the Scriptures, nor of the Primitive Church, nor of Old 
Rome it ſelf 3 for the points which our Proteſtant Church believes, 
the whole Univerſal World, 5. e. of Chriſtians generally agree in, 

Now if mcn will bat ſo far truſt their own reaſon, as to-judge ac- 
cording to the plaineſt Evidence 3 they cannot then refiſt the con- 
vicion that they muſt needs meet with, when they ſee the fimpli» 
city of our Faith, the morality of our Doftine and the purity of our 
Worſhip, and compare it with the vaſt Superfetation of Articles of 
Faith, the immorality of their Rules of Living, the Idolatry of their 
Worſhip, and the meſt extravagant Innovations in Government, 
that are in the Popiſh Church, if men I ſay would but impartially 
conſider how far the Protcltant Religion is more True, more Pious, 
more Primitive, and more Rational than that of Rome: they muſt 
certainly upon all Accompts cftcem it ſafer and more wiſe toembrace 
that Religion, wherein ( for there Salvation ) they ſhall have the 
aſſurances of Gods Word and Promiſe, provided they become re- 
formed in their Lives as well as in their Religion, and do leave off 
theiz old Vicesas well as their old Opiniors: rather than-cloſe with . 
a Religion they cannot believe till. they have put out the Eyes of 
theix Mind, and put a blind before their Underſtanding, (as if Re- 
ligion had not fo great an Enemy as Reaſon, nor Faith as Knows 
ledge) and thus unman themſclves by renouncing the only diſtin» 
Qion of a Man from a Beaſt; and then ſuffer themſclves to be 
wretchedly impoſed upon, to be made ſerve the ends of Ambition - 
and Ayarice: and at lali for all, to rely upon the bare words of —_ 
Pri 
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Priefts, whoſe Intereſt and PraQtice is to deceive them, and to make 
themſelves alſo guilty of their own condemnaticn.

P4i*s ſay that the works of regenerate men are Cunr1s7T's 
works in them, not their own, andas CH & 15 T's they fave, 
and ſo are ſaved byCu x t s T's merits. 

But Saint Paxl ſaith, and Proteſtant Miniſters teach, that we are 
not ſaved by ſuch works as God hath ordained regenerate men ſhould 
walk in, Eph. 2. 10, And Saint Pax} oppoſcth all works done in 
matter of Juſtification and Salvation, to the Grace of Curisr. 
Rom. 11.6. Phil. 3. 8. Rom. 3. 27. 

Thus their fineſt web being ſo clearly cut in ſunder by thoſe plain 
Texts, they groſly dare avouch and teach, that a man is ſaved by 
works, and can merit the Eternal Felicity of Heaven, and degrees of 
G'ory and Blifs, and thus directly tight againſt the Doftine of the 
Son of God, and of his Bleſſed Apofiles, Luke 17. When ye (hall have 
done all thoſe things which are commanded you, fay, We are unpro- 
fitable Servants, we have done that which was our Duty to do, 
And Epbeſ. 2. By Grace ye are ſaved through Faith, and that not 
of your ſelves, it is the gift of God, not ef works, leſt any man 
ſhould boaſt. And in Rom. 6. 11. The wages of Sin is death, but 
the gift of God is Eternal Life chrough J :sus Cunrisr our 
Lord: and if it beby grace then it is no more of works, otherwiſe 
grace is no more grace 3 but if it be of works then it is no more of 
grace, otherwiſe work is no more work. 

And thus Papiſts works become not only unprofitable unto them, 
but plainly damnable, yea and blaſphcmous, becauſe they ruinate 
- the very foundation of cur Faith, and make fruſtrate the all and 
alone (ſufficient Sacrifice of our redemption, viz. the death and 
paſſion of our Lord Je sus Cy nris Tr. 

Shall we then call thoſe Catholicks, or think ſuch men belicve 
in CHR1sT, and are Chriſtians indeed ? When S. Ambroſe faith, 
Non videtur ab bis exbibert fides Chriſto, a quibus evacuatur paſſio ejus 
atque diſtrehitur. It ſeems not that ſuch men do belicve in CuR1sT, 
who go about to frultrate and diſtract his Paſſion, ES

Pat believe the truths of Faith not diſtin@ly in them(elves, 
but in their common 'principle, wherein all chings to'be in 
chis manner believed are ( as they hold ) contained, and that not ſo 
much to be the Holy Scriptures, but abſolutely their Church. Now 
their Church to affirm it ſelf, cries up their Traditions, and thoſe 
(not Gods Word) do they give for the Rule of their Creatures, and 
yet theſe Traditions mult (and and fall at the pleaſure of the Pope. 

Thus their Church flics to their invented Traditions for bottom, 
and their Traditions, Church and Faith, fly to th: Pope to center all 
in his perſonal Infallibility : and notwithſtanding all this, one Pope 
condemns another for an Heretick, and yet cvery Pope muſi be {till 
Infallible! And as Dr, Harden avouches, can diſpenſe with all 
things againſt the Law of Nature, againſt the Apoſtles Creed, againſt 
the New and Old Teſtament, and above General Councils. So that 
fince the World was Created, never was ſuch a Myſtcry of Cheating 
as the Popiſh Religion ; this Popery that is an Enemy to cach.perſon 
of the whole Bluſe Trinity, as is before ſhewed, and to the Holy 
Scriptures, by its I:egends and corrupt Traditions, to Reaſon by its 
impoſed abſurdities, to common ſenſe, by its mott fooliſh yet moſ 
Idolized Tranſubſiantiation, to all true Chriſtians diſſenting Con- 
{ciences, by fire and faggot, and to all Civil Government that will 
not ſubje& to it, by Plots, Aſſaflinations and horrid Maſlacres, its 
uſual and notorious ſteps to gain its end.

and not be turned into a Pill-r of Salt. Remember Lot's Wife. 
Moreover as to the Chriftian Church the ſaid Eraſmus ſaith, that 
as CHR15T is all Heavenly, fo he will have his body moſt like 
him, i- e. purged from all contagion of the world. But this is in- 
tolcrable to thoſe that are not aRuated by Cu  15T's Spirit, and 
therefore they dwindle into idle words and ceremonies ; and into a 
hRitious hcad, and into a fiQtitious body of Cunris rt, and indeed 
how can it be otherwiſe, fince they of the Church of Rome have no 
certainty in thcir Sacraments, no certainty in the Sacrifice of the 
Altar, no c<rtainty in their Prieſthood, no certainty but they commit 
Idolatry evcry day, no certainty but that the malice of their Prieſts 
may fruſirate all Gods Ordinances to them, and make them abſo- 
lutely nul!, though they be never ſo well diſpoſed to receive the be- 
nefit of them. This being the doQrine and belief commonly main- 
tained by them, (ſhould they not rather bluſh than boaſt of their head 
the Popes intallibility ?- which is ſuch, and fo. far from having any 
ſecurity in it for Salvation, that they may carry it into Hell with 


them / if it provcs not a means to lead them thither) where for ought, 


we know, the Devils have it as much as he. Yet this is their head, 


that head of Antichriftian Herefies, who exalts himſelf above all.

gels and the Larab, and the ſmoak of their torment ſhall aſcend for 
evermore : and they ſhall have no reſt day nor night who worſhip 
the Beaſt and his Image. 

Seeing chcn the followers of Antichriſt ſhall be damned, let not 
our Souls enter into theirs ſecret : as the wicked man ſhall not med- 
dle with the Chriſtians Joy, fo let not a good man meddle with An- 
tichriſtian Woe.
